lf Child Is Behaving Badly 


Seek Cause of His Trouble

T he old saw “spare the rod and spoil 
tin child” has died a w ell-deserved death. 
A ctually, I do not agree w’ith those w ho 
believe that a 
child 
should 
n e v er 
be 
spunked or punished, but on 
the 
o th er 
h and too strict discipline is m ore likely to 
do m ore harm than 
good. 
F u rth e rm o re , 
m an y children w ho a re 
behaving 
badly 
really are suffering from 
some 
physical 
disorder or emotional m a la d ju stm e n t 
for 
w hich punishm ent is often the w orst pos­ 
sible treatm ent. 
T he fault is often— b u t 
not 
alw ay s— 
w ith the physical condition o r the hom e or 
school surroundings ra th e r than the resu lt 
of willful m isbehavior of the youngster. 
IF A YOUNGSTER IS seriously m isb e ­ 
having every effort should be 
m ade 
to 
find th e cause of th e tro ub le and rem ov e 
or im prove it rath er th an to inflict p u n ­ 
ishm ent. 
P hysical causes m ay be responsible for 
“ unsocial behavior.” 
A 
y oungster 
m ay 
h a v e a severe anem ia leaving him or h e r 
w ith lack of pep and therefo re inability 
to ta k e p art in the usual athletic and so­ 
cial activities. A condition called St. Vitus 
dance, or chorea, w hich is closely related 
to rheu m atic fever, is a 
fairly 
com m on 


cause of “ nervousness.” 
And 
th ere 
a re 
o th er diseases which children get 
w hich 
can lead 
to 
undesirable 
behavior 
for 
w hich the underlying cause is poor health. 


M EN TA L OR EM O TIO N A L strain 
are 
a frequ ent cause 
of 
unsocial 
behavior. 
Lack of sym path y and u nd erstan d in g on 
the p art of one or both parents m a y be at 
fault. Q uarreling betw een th e p arents p ro ­ 
duces a feeling of insecurity in alm ost all 
children and may lead them to behavior in 
or aw ay from home w hich th ey w ould not 
engage in otherw ise.

An interesting and informative 
talk on Michigan’s resources was 
given 
by 
Arthur 
Slaughter, 
Escanaba, of the Geological Sur­ 
vey of the Michigan Conservation 
Department. 
Douglas Houghton was the first 
•tate geologist and headed a divi­ 
sion of the conservation depart­ 
ment which is the oldest in the 
•tate. 
One of Houghton’s early 
tasks was to locate salt licks and 
deposits for salt in those days was 
extrem ely valuable and scarce in 
those days. Today we know that 
Michigan's salt deposits are pacti- 
tally unlimited and there is one 
layer 2.000 feet thick underground 
in the lower peninsula.

and gravel. 
New processes allow the use of 
low grade ores and which will be 
of benefit to the Upper Peninsua.
